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REPORT  OF  SELECTMEN 

A  number  of  events  and  improvements  during  the  past  year 
are  worthy  of  special  notice. 

The  1963  Town  Meeting  approved  several  major  capital 
expenditures.  A  new  concrete  block  and  frame  firehouse  was 
constructed  on  the  site  of  the  previous  one.  The  cost  of  the  new 
building  was  held  to  a  minimum  by  careful  planning  and  by 
contribution  of  considerable  time  and  effort  by  the  firemen.  A 
water  supply  system  was  installed  in  the  Town  ?Iall  and  operated 
satisfactorily  through  the  unusually  dry  summer  and  autumn.  Bids 
on  a  contract  for  repainting  the  Town  Hall  fire  escapes  were 
requested  but  none  within  the  authorized  amount  was  submitted, 
and  your  Selectmen  were  unable  to  negotiate  a  contract  for  this 
job.  The  Old  Turnpike  Bridge  work  was  completed.  The  steel 
from  the  old  bridge  was  used  in  the  reconstruction  of  the 
bridge  across  Rand  Brook  on  the  Russell  Station  Road.  Extensive 
fill  and  reconstruction  were  completed  on  Poor  Farm  Road  and 
Rainey's  Road.  TRA  funds  were  used  to  reconstruct  and  surface 
Hob  Nob  Farm  Road,  and  to  improve  the  junction  of  that  road 
with  the  Bennington  Road.  State  funds  were  spent  on  improve- 
ment of  the  New  Boston  Road  and  in  major  State  Road  resurfacing 
projects. 

A  survey  of  the  Town  Common  was  completed.  No  private 
buildings  were  found  to  be  located  on  the  Common.  We  thank 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Oscar  Sweet  and  Mrs.  Bertha  Williams  for  their 
cooperation  in  clearing  the  title  to  the  strip  of  the  Common  at  the 
rear  of  the  Town  Hall. 

The  old  Francestown  coach  was  driven  in  the  New  Boston 
Two  Hundreth  Anniversary  Celebration  Parade. 

The  Francestown  Improvement  and  Historical  Society 
volunteered  funds  for  an  extensive  restoration  of  the  Town  Horse- 
sheds.  The  work  was  badly  needed  and  the  ofEer  was  gratefully 
accepted.  Approximately  $3,600.00  was  expended  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Advisory  Board. 

The  group  of  young  people  who  have  attended  Conservation 
Camp  were  organized  and  obtained  orders  for  trees  to  replace 
many  of  those  that  have  died  over  the  past  few  years.  An  Arbor 
Day  planting  is  planned  for  this  spring. 

Short  term  borrowing  was  held  to  a  minimum.  The  co- 
operation of  all  concerned  is  much  appreciated.    Long  term  debt 


increased  considerably  again  this  year  because  of  the  borrowing 
for  the  new  firehouse. 

The  work  of  equalizing  property  assessments,  that  was  begun 
in  1961,  was  completed  this  year. 

There  was  noticeable  improvement  in  the  general  appearance 
of  the  Town,  including  painting,  repairs,  and  junk  removal. 

Increasing  real  estate  sales  and  building  activity  were  con- 
spicuous this  year.  Twenty-three  building  permits  were  issued. 
The  first  stage  of  development  of  the  Crotched  Mountain  Ski 
Area  is  nearing  completion.  It  is  expected  that  this  development 
will  have  a  major  effect  on  the  economy  of  the  Town. 

We  call  attention  to  the  assistance  provided  by  the  Advisory 
Board,  comprised  of  Robert  F.  Caskie,  Jr.,  F.  Russell  Abbott, 
Donald  Hoyt,  John  H.  Underbill,  and  Louis  Wiederhold,  and 
thank  the  members  for  their  help. 

We  urge  that  individual  citizens  and  groups  give  sober 
thought  to  the  problems  of  the  Towm  and  cooperate  in  the  solution 
of  the  problems.  Your  suggestions  and  grievances  will  be  given 
earnest  consideration.

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Francestown  in  the 
County  of  Hillsborough  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote 
in  Town  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said 
Francestown  on  Tuesday,  the  tenth  day  of  March,  next  at  ten  of 
the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year 
ensuing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to 
defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  }'ear  and  make  appropriations 
of  the  same. 

3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  borrow  a  sufficient  sum  of  money  to  pay  current  expenses  in 
anticipation  of  taxes,  or  take  any  action  thereto. 

4 .  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  collection  of 
taxes  by  the  Tax  Collector  in  accordance  with  Chapter  36: 1,  New 
Hampshire  Laws  of  1963. 

5.  l"o  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  Town  Common 
boundaries  as  surveyed  in  July  1963.,  or  take  any  action  thereto. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  gift  of  a  strip 
of  land  conveyed  by  Quit  Claim  Deed  from  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Oscar 
Sweet  as  recorded  August  8,  1963,  or  take  any  action  thereto. 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  (S300.00)  three  hundred  dollars  to  be  placed  in  the 
Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  Replacement  of  Fire  Trucks,  or  take  any 
action  thereto. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  withdraw  the  sum  of  eight  dollars  and  fifty-three  cents  ($8.53) 
which  is  the  balance  of  interest  in  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for 
Replacement  of  Fire  Station  and  to  pay  this  sum  to  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment, or  take  any  action  thereto. 
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9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote,  in  compliance  with  our 
membership  in  the  Southwestern  New  Hampshire  Fire  iMutual 
Aid,  to  send  fire  apparatus  out  of  Town  and  receive  fire  apparatus 
from  other  Towns  on  a  donated  basis  in  accordance  with  Chapter 
1 54  of  the  State  Statutes,  or  take  any  action  relating  thereto. 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  adopt  the  amendment  to  the 
Zoning  Ordinance  as  proposed  by  the  Planning  Board. 

11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  one  hundred  sixty-eight  dollars  and  thirty-six  cents 
($168.36)  (six  cents  per  $1000.  of  the  Town's  equaHzed  valu- 
ation) to  the  Monadnock  Region  Association,  an  agency  to  adver- 
tise, promote,  and  preserve  the  natural  advantages  and  resources 
of  the  Town  in  cooperation  with  the  other  37  Towns  of  the 
Monadnock  Region. 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  the  sum  of 
($600.00)  six  hundred  dollars  for  Library  outside  repairs  and 
improvement  and  further: 

A.  Authorize  the  expenditure  of  the  ninety-nine  dollar  and 
eighteen  cents  ($99.18)  unexpended  balance  from  the  Town  Hall 
\Vater  System  installation  for  this  purpose  and  further 

B.  Authorize  the  withdrawal  of  four  hundred  twenty-seven 
dollars  and  seventy-six  cents  (S427.76)  from  the  Capital  Reserve 
Fund  for  Town  Buildmgs  for  this  purpose  and  further 

C.  Vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  balance  for  this  pur- 
pose. 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  a  plan  for  extending 
to  employees  of  the  Town  the  benefits  of  title  II  of  the  Federal 
Social  Security  Act  (Old  Age,  Survivors  and  Disability  Insurance) 
as  authorized  by  Chapter  101  of  the  Revised  Statutes  Annotated 
Amended  by  Chapter  302  and  332  of  the  Laws  of  1955  and  to 
raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $200.00  to  defray  the  Town's 
share  of  the  cost  thereof. 

14.  To  see  if  the  Town  wishes  to  exclude  from  the  plan 
services  in  any  class  or  classes  of  positions  filled  by  popular 
election. 

15.  To  see  if  the  Town  wishes  to  exclude  from  the  plan 
services  in  any  class  or  classes  of  positions  the  compensation  for 
which  is  on  a  fee  basis. 
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16.  If  a  plan  for  Social  Security  coverage  is  adopted,  to  see  if 
the  Town  will  authorize  the  selectmen  to  execute  on  behalf  of  the 
Town  the  necessary  agreement  with  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  to 
carry  into  effect  the  plan  and  to  see  if  the  Town  will  designate  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Town  as  the  officer  to  be  responsible  for  the 
administration  of  the  plan. 

17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  ap- 
point a  Town  Historian  whose  duty  it  will  be  to  keep  the  history 
of  the  Town  and  to  write  a  report  each  year  for  inclusion  in  the 
Town  Report. 

18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
appoint  a  committee  to  make  plans  for  the  celebration  of  the  Bi- 
Centennial  Anniversary  of  the  Town  and  for  the  updating  of  the 
Town  History,  with  a  report  at  the  next  Town  Meeting,  and  to 
further  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  withdraw  from  the  Capital 
Reserve  Fund  for  a  Town  History  a  sum  not  to  exceed  one  hundred 
dollars  ($100.00)  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  expenses  of 
collecting  information  for  the  Town  History,  or  take  any  action 
thereto. 

19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  extend  unemployment 
benefits  to  its  Highway  Department  employees,  or  take  any  action 
thereto- 

20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  enact  the  following  ordinance  or 
take  any  action  thereto: 

On  and  after  September  1,  1964,  no  person  may  be  a 
dealer  in  or  keep  a  shop  within  the  Town  for  the  purchase, 
sale,  or  barter  of  old  junk,  old  metals,  second  hand  autos, 
second  hand  auto  parts,  second  hand  auto  accessories,  or 
other  second  hand  articles  except  furniture  and  books,  nor 
may  he  here  accumulate,  store,  or  handle  such  commodities 
for  the  purpose  of  sale  or  barter  elsewhere,  or  as  bailee  for 
others,  nor  may  he  maintain  or  continue  a  junkyard  of  any 
sort,  unless  he  shall  first  obtain  a  license  from  the  Board  of 
Selectmen.  The  form  of  the  license  shall  be  determined  by 
the  Board  of  Selectmen.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  may,  in 
their  discretion,  license  suitable  persons  to  be  dealers  in  these 
goods,  and  may  determine  and  designate  the  place  where  the 
business  is  to  be  carried  on,  and  the  place  where  the  com- 
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modities  aforesaid  may  be  accumulated,  stored,  or  handled 
under  such  license,  and  further  may,  from  time  to  time, 
establish  rules,  regulations,  and  restrictions  relating  thereto. 
Such  licenses,  dealers,  and  junkyard  owners  shall  be  subject 
to  the  provisions  and  penalties  of  Chapter  322,  New  Hamp- 
shire Revised  Statutes  Annotated  195  5. 

21.  A.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  have  the  Town 
Advisory  Committee  along  with  the  Cemetery  Commissioners,

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials  charged  with 
the  custody,  receipt  and  disbursement  of  public  funds  were 
examined  and  audited.  Vouchers  and  cancelled  checks  were 
compared  with  supporting  invoices  and  payrolls  as  well  as  entries 
in  the  books  of  record.  Receipts  were  checked  by  source  insofar 
as  possible  and  totals  of  receipts  and  expenditures  verified.  Book 
balances  were  verified  by  comparison  with  reconciled  bank  balances 
made  from  statements  obtained  from  depository  banks.  Verifica- 
tion of  uncollected  taxes  was  made  by  mailing  notices  to  delinquent 
taxpayers  as  indicated  by  the  Collector's  records.  The  amounts  of 
uncollected  and  unredeemed  taxes  as  indicated  in  this  report  are 
therefore  subject  to  any  changes  which  may  be  necessitated  by  the 
return  of  verification  notices.

GEORGE  HOLMES  BIXBY  MEMORIAL  LIBRARY 

Besides  the  successful  story-hours  for  the  pre-school  children 
which  continued  during  the  winter,  the  Library  was  open  on 
Monday  evenings  for  a  discussion  group.  Many  people  attended  to 
talk  over  community  affairs  in  preparation  for  the  Town  and 
School  Meetings.    Mr.  Roger  Hall  presided  at  these  meetings. 

On  Thursday  at  1 :  00,  the  Library  is  open  for  a  "creative 
afternoon."  This  program  was  started  in  January  and  is  con- 
tinuing for  the  benefit  of  those  who  like  to  come  together  and 
sew,  knit,  sketch,  braid  rugs,  or  just  enjoy  each  other's  company- 

The  Japanese  Doll  Festival  was  again  celebrated  with  an 
exhibition  of  dolls  and  a  delightful  special  event  when  Mrs. 
Martha  Durant  of  New  Boston  came  to  the  Library  dressed  in  her 
native  costume  and  gave  a  delightful  and  informative  demonstra- 
tion of  flower  arranging. 

Because  School  vacation  coincided  with  National  Library 
Week,  it's  celebration  was  postponed  until  May  2nd,  when  there 
was  an  "Open  House"  and  tea.  There  was  a  special  exhibition 
organized  by  Mrs.  Starrett,  of  Woodbury  Fund  Books  including 
some  of  the  very  early  ones.  Many  projects  from  the  School 
Science  Fair  were  on  exhibit  as  well  as  paintings  done  by  the 
School  children  and  the  Pre-school  group.  Two  members  of  the 
Women's  Guild,  Mrs.  Bartholomew  and  Mrs.  Harding,  presented 
book  reviews. 

Some  of  the  special  exhibitions  have  included  a  project  on 
New  Hampshire  done  by  Mrs.  Rainey's  classes.  Mrs.  Rogers 
Hamel  put  on  an  exhibit  of  rare  old  books,  and  Mr.  Gene  Clark 
showed  how  a  book  is  assembled  with  his  exhibition  for  the 
Marshall  Jones  Co.  There  was  also  an  exhibition  done  for  the 
N.E.  Wild  Flower  Society  as  it's  entry  in  the  Christmas  Flower 
Show  at  Concord-  Then,  too,  there  was  a  4-H  display.

We  hereby  submit  our  annual  report,  hnancial  statement  and 
comparative  budget. 

During  the  Summer  of  1963  the  new  Fire  Station  was  erected 
and  has  proven  very  satisfactory. 

The  Fire  Wards  have  long  felt  the  costs  of  the  "Red  Phone 
System"  have  been  excessive.  Through  the  association  with  the 
Southwestern  New  Hampshire  Fire  Mutual  Aid  we  will  during  the 
year  change  the  method  of  giving  an  alarm  of  fire  to  the  "Tone 
Control"  Method.  This  we  anticipate  will  save  the  Town  approxi- 
mately $250.00  per  year.  Ample  notice  and  operational  procedure 
will  be  furnished  before  the  change  takes  place. 

From  the  funds  of  the  1963  budget  we  were  able  to  improve 
two  water  holes,  one  in  the  Rodney  Mills  Lane  and  one  on  the 
Bible  Hill  road.  We  acquired  three  space  tanks  of  oxygen  during 
the  year  which  will  increase  our  ability  to  furnish  more  oxygen  in 
emergency  cases. 

We  are  very  grateful  to  the  members  of  the  Voiiuiteer  Fire 
Company  and  the  citizens  who  donated  funds  and  labor  to  help 
complete  the  new  fire  station.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FRANCESTOWN 
VOLUNTEER  FIRE  COMPANY 

During  the  past  few  months  the  Fire  Company  has  been  able 
to  show  the  town  their  appreciation  for  the  new  tire  station  by  per- 
forming some  of  the  intended  work  to  save  on  building  costs. 

The  new  station  has  received  a  prime  coat  of  paint  and  will 
have  a  finish  coat  in  the  spring.  Many  townspeople  turned  out  to 
assist  with  this  task  and  their  help  was  very  much  appreciated. 
Some  sub-grading  has  been  accomplished,  finish  grading  and  seed- 
ing will  be  carried  on  as  soon  as  the  weather  permits.  Hot  topping 
the  driveway  was  done  in  two  working  sessions  with  some  fine 
assistance  from  the  Road  Agent.  The  ceiling  of  the  first  floor 
has  been  insulated  and  the  sub  floor  for  the  meeting  room  and 
storage  area  has  been  installed.  It  has  been  noted  that  the  new 
meeting  room  would  be  a  fine  place  for  supervised  youth  groups  to 
meet.  Wiring  for  both  the  furnace  and  the  station  itself  was  done 
in  a  very  professional  manner. 

Donations  were  received  that  helped  to  have  toilet  facilities 
installed  on  the  main  floor.  These  facilities  were  in  operation  on 
Labor  Day. 

The  volunteer  firemen  have  used  $390.85  from  their  treasury 
for  work  on  the  station  and  also  deposited  $200.00  into  their  fund 
for  purchasing  new  or  replacing  fire  trucks.  This  fund  now 
amounts  to  over  $1,100.00  and  is  in  addition  to  the  Capital 
Reserve  fund  voted  by  the  town.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  YOUR  DISTRICT  CHIEF 

During  the  past  year  New  Hampshire  faced  the  greatest 
forest  fire  threat  to  its  woodlands  in  more  than  sixty  vears.  The 
continued  drought  brought  home  to  our  citizens,  as  never  before, 
the  potential  threat  of  destructive  fires  to  their  beautiful  and 
valuable  forests,  homes  and  livelihood.  In  true  American  tradition 
of  meeting  a  common  threat  by  volunteer  effort,  this  fire  danger 
was  minimized  by  active  prevention,  patrol  and  a  relinquishing  of 
personal  rights  for  the  common  good.  It  was  the  greatest  demon- 
stration of  public  cooperation  ever  experienced  by  those  responsible 
for  local  and  state  fire  control.  The  ready  forces  of  volunteer 
fire  services  kept  the  losses  low.  For  their  effort  and  public  re- 
sponse the  general  fire  service  expresses  its  heartfelt  thanks  for  a 
job  well  done. 

Prevention  however,  is  not  just  an  activity  for  the  bad  fire 
years.  It  must  be  practiced  until  it  becomes  a  part  of  our  public 
conscience  —  a  habit.  Just  plain  carelessness  with  fire  causes  too 
many  of  our  fires. 

The  following  practices  and  suggestions  will  help: 

1.  Always  have  a  permit  for  outdoor  burning  and  burn 
within  the  terms  of  the  permit  and  in  a  safe  place.  Burn  late  in 
the  afternoon  when  the  wind  is  down  or  on  rainy  or  damp  days. 
Check  your  fire  and  if  winds  develop  extinguish  it  promptly. 

2.  Carry  your  rubbish  to  the  public  dump  —  its  safer.  A 
neglected  backyard  incinerator  causes  many  fires. 

3.  Never  discard  a  lighted  cigarette  or  match.  Make  this  a 
year  round  habit  regardless  of  the  safety  of  your  surroundings. 

4.  Children  caused  fires  are  now  a  major  concern.  Keep 
matches  away  from  them  and  teach  them  to  respect  fire  and  not 
make  it  a  subject  of  play. 

Let's  all  join  with  "Smokey  the  Bear"  and  "Keep  New  Hamp- 
shire Green"  and  growing  in  1964

REPORT  OF  THE  FRANCESTOWN  PLANNING  BOARD 

Board  of  Selectmen 
Francestown,   New  Hampshire 
Gentlemen : 

We  hereby  submit  our  report  to  the  Town  covering  our 
activities  up  to  Town  Meeting  Day,  March  10,  1964. 

Upon  passage  of  Article  12  of  the  Town  Warrant  for  Town 
Meeting  on  March  12,  1963,  the  undersigned  were  appointed  as 
members  by  the  Selectmen. 

Several  organizational  meetings  were  held  during  the  spring 
and  early  summer  at  which  we  began  to  familiarize  ourselves  with 
our  duties  and  obligations,  culminating  in  a  meeting  on  August  6, 
1963,  with  Mr.  Randall  Raymond,  Assistant  Planning  Director 
of  the  State  Division  of  Economic  Development,  at  which  further 
direction  was  given  to  our  efforts. 

Following  Planning  Board  adoption  of  regulations  governing 
subdivision,  the  provisions  of  these  regulations  were  set  forth  before 
the  Town  at  a  public  hearing  held  September  27,  1963,  as 
required  by  law. 

At  this  same  meeting,  open  discussion  was  held  on  various 
matters  brought  up  from  the  floor  as  possible  areas  of  action  by  the 
Planning  Board. 

Since  then  the  Board  has  met  to  incorporate  some  of  the 
suggestions  which  came  out  of  the  September  27th  hearing  into 
new  amendments  to  the  Zoning  ordinance. 

The  new  proposals,  by  the  date  of  the  1964  Town  Meeting, 
will  have  been  submitted  to  the  voters  of  Francestown  at  two  public 
hearings,  January  31,  1964  and  February  17,  1964,  as  required 
by  law,  and  will  be  voted  on  in  their  entirety  by  ballot  at  the  1964 
Town  Meeting. 

The  Planning  Board  wishes  to  thank  the  many  citizens  of 
Francestown  who  have  demonstrated  their  interest  in  the  orderly 
and  fitting  growth  of  the  Town  by  the  many  and  varied  suggestions 
given  us,  all  of  which  were  worthwhile  and  some  of  which  it  has 
seemed  feasible  to  act  upon.

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dred  ninety-one  dollars  forty-five  cents  ($591.45)  from  Capital 
Reserve  Funds  allotted  to  Town  Hall  —  This  will  pay  for  the 
addition  of  the  Selectmens  Office  to  the  Town  Hall. 

Art.  4.  Voted  that  the  six  hundred  eighteen  dollars  ($618.00) 
balance  from  foundation  repairs  to  the  Town  Hall  be  added  to  the 
Capital  Reserve  Fund  allotted  to  Town  Hall. 

Art.  5.  Voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  draw  a  sum  not 
to  exceed  three  hundred  dollars  ($300.00)  to  wirebrush  and  seal 
with  rust  resisting  paint  the  fire  escape,  from  the  Town  Hall 
Capital  Reserve  Fund. 

Art.      6.   Voted  to  indefinitely  postpone  action  on  this  Article. 

Art.  7  Voted  to  apply  the  balance  from  the  purchase  of  the 
Police  Car  Radio  to  the  Police  Department  Budget.  The  sum  being 
$42.98. 

Article  8.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  not  to 
exceed  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  (S750.00)  to  improve 
the  water  system  in  the  Town  Hall. 

Art.  9.  Voted  to  let  the  Cemetery  Trustees  draw  all  monies 
from  the  Capital  Reserve  Funds  for  Cemeteries  to  apply  to  the  new 
cemetery. 

Art.  10.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  one  hundred  dollars 
($100.00)  to  survey  the  bounds  of  the  Town  Common  and  have 
a  plan  drawn  thereof  showing  footage  and  compass  directions. 

Art.  1 1  Voted  to  amend  the  Zoning  Ordinance  by  adding  the 
following  paragraphs  under  Article  8 : 

1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  and  the 
Board  is  hereby  given  power  and  authority  to  enforce  the  provis- 
ions of  this  ordinance. 

2.  Upon  any  well-founded  information  that  this  ordinance 
is  being  violated  the  Selectmen  shall  take  immediate  steps  to  en- 
force the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  by  seeking  an  injunction  in 
the  Superior  Court  if  necessary,  or  by  any  other  legal  action.

Exercising  the  power  granted  by  Chapter  36:2  New  Hamp- 
shire Revised  Statutes  Annotated,  1955,  a  town  planning  board 
of  seven  members  is  hereby  created.  The  said  planning  board 
shall  perform  all  of  the  duties  and  is  hereby  granted  all  the  powers 
permitted    under    Chapter    36:1-36    New    Hampshire    Revised 
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Statutes  Annotated  1955  and/or  those  that  shall  be  permitted  by 
the  New  Hampshire  State  Legislature  from  time  to  time,  including 
but  not  confined  to  the  following:  preparation  of  a  master  plan, 
establishment  of  an  official  community  map,  and  regulation  of 
new  subdivision  and  plotting  of  land.  The  Town  Clerk  is  hereby 
instructed  to  file  with  the  register  of  deeds  of  Hillsboro  County  a 
notice  of  this  authorization.  The  selectman  member  of  said  board 
is  hereby  designated  as  the  member  of  the  planning  board  to  carry 
on  the  duties  of  Chapter  36:23  mentioned  above  and  other  duties 
where  a  planning  board  member  must  by  law  be  specifically 
designated  to  act  on  behalf  of  the  board.  The  first  meeting  of  the 
planning  board  is  to  be  convened  by  the  Selectman  designated  as 
an  ex  officio  member  of  the  board  on  a  day  not  later  than  thirty 
days  after  the  passage  of  this  ordinance. 

Art.  13.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  three  hun- 
dred dollars  ($300.00)  to  be  placed  in  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund 
for  future  fire  truck  replacement. 

Art.  14.  Voted  to  take  action  on  this  Article  at  the  adjourned 
meeting  May  17,  1963. 

Art.  15.  Voted  to  vote  on  Section  A  and  postpone  action  on 
Section  B  until  adjourned  meeting  May  17,  1963. 

Voted  to  authorize  the  Fire  Wards,  together  with  a  committee 
of  three  from  the  Fire  Company,  to  prepare  plans,  specifications 
and  prices  for  the  erection  of  a  new  fire  house  and  report  the  same 
to  an  adjourned  Town  Meeting  at  8:00  p.m.,  Friday,  May  17, 
1963. 

Art.  16.  Voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  borrow  a  suffi- 
cient sum  of  money  to  pay  current  expenses  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

Art.  17.  Voted  that  the  report  of  Mrs.  Hickey  be  published  in 
next  year's  Town  Report  as  follows :

THE  STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  School  district  in  the  town  of 
Francestown  quahfied  to  vote  in  district  affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said 
district  on  the  sixth  day  of  March  1964,  at  eight  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  a  Moderator  for  the  coming  year. 

2.  To  choose  a  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

3.  To  choose  a  Member  of  the  School  Board  for  the 
ensuing  three  years. 

4.  To  choose  a  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

5.  To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of  the  School 
Board  and  Truant  Officer,  and  fix  the  compensation  of  any 
officers  or  agent  of  the  district. 

6.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Committees,  or 
Officers  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

7.  To  choose  Agents,  Auditors  and  Committees  in  relation 
to  any  subject  embraced  in  this  warrant. 

8.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  district  will  raise  and 
appropriate  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  salaries  of  school 
district  officials  and  agents,  and  for  the  payment  of  statutory 
obligations  of  the  district,  and  to  authorize  the  application  against 
said  appropriation  of  such  sums  as  are  estimatel  to  be  received 
from  the  state  foundation  aid  fund  together  with  other  income; 
the  school  board  to  certify  to  the  selectmen  the  balance  between  the 
estimated  revenue  and  the  appropriation,  which  balance  is  to  be 
raised  by  taxes  by  the  town. 

9.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  authorize  the  School 
Board  to  enter  into  a  long  term,  twenty  (20)  year  contract,  with 
the  Peterborough  School  Board,  to  provide  education  for  high 
school  children  interested  in  attending  Peterborough  High  School 
and  to  pay  an  equitable  "Capital  Costs"  charge  above  regular 
tuition  costs  or  take  any  action  relating  thereto. 


10.  If  Article  9  is  approved  to  raise  and  appropriate  $440.  to 
pay  for  the  "Capital  Costs"  charge  for  the  ensuing  school  year  or 
take  any  action  relating  thereto.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

To  the  School  Board  and  citizens  of  Francestown,  I 
respectfully  submit  my  sixth  annual  report  as  your  superintendent 
of  schools. 

STAFF  AND  INSTRUCTION 

This  fall  Mr.  Peter  Schimmel  who  had  taught  in  Mason, 
New  Hampshire  for  the  past  three  years  was  hired  as  Principal  of 
the  Francestown  School  to  replace  Mr.  Lawson  Hatfield.  Other 
members  of  the  staff  continue  to  teach  in  the  school  thereby 
helping  tremendously  to  insure  continuity  and  strength  in  the 
academic  program. 

Two  areas  of  instruction  outlined  in  last  year's  report 
continue  to  be  improved  upon  and  expanded  during  the  present 
year's  program.  The  Spalding  System  of  reading,  writing  and 
spelling  is  becoming  quite  thoroughly  instilled  in  the  school 
especially  in  the  first  five  grades  and  continued  improvement  is 
being  made  in  these  very  fundamental  and  basic  areas  of  the 
elementary  school  program. 

In  the  area  of  mathematics,  the  modern  mathematics  ap- 
proach is  now  being  taught  at  all  grade  levels,  having  started  last 
year  with  grades  one  and  two.  It  is  expected  that  this  type  of 
program  will  definitely  upgrade  the  quality  of  instruction  in  this 
area  and  give  youngsters  many  insights  and  understandings  that 
never  in  the  past  were  expected  of  youngsters. 

Provision  is  being  made  in  the  budget  for  196  4-65  for  the 
instruction  of  children  in  Francestown  who  would  benefit  from 
the  offerings  provided  by  an  intellectually  retarded  class.  The 
provision  of  funds  for  this  purpose  is  allowed  for  under  the 
statutes  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  and  this  education  is 
necessary  for  these  children. 

Mr.  Schimmel  and  his  wife  are  especially  to  be  complimented 
for  the  particular  efforts  that  they  have  made  in  the  improvement 
of  physical  fitness  of  the  children  and  the  provision  of  an  informal 
art  class.  Some  very  simple  but  effective  physical  education  ap- 
paratus has  been  constructed  by  the  children  and  by  the  parents 
and  teachers  to  stimulate  interest  in  the  development  of  funda- 
mental physical  skills.  In  addition  Mrs.  Schimmel  has  spent  some 
time  in  the  school  giving  physical  education  instruction  in 
calisthentics  and  Mr.  Schimmel  is  working  with  the  boys  in 
physical  education  classes  at  the  Town  Hall. 
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All  of  the  children  of  the  school  are  fortunate  in  having 
teachers  who  are  willing  to  devote  an  exceptional  amount  of  time 
to  their  complete  physical  and  mental  development. 

BUILDING  AND  GROUNDS 

There  has  been  some  general  dissatisfaction  with  the  con- 
dition of  the  facilities  in  the  school  kitchen,  both  by  school  and 
town  folks.  With  this  thought  in  mind,  the  School  Board  is 
including  within  its  budget  a  sum  of  $500  for  improvement  of  the 
kitchen  area.  This  will  eventually  result  in  the  development  of  a 
kitchen  with  adequate  cabinet,  cupboard  and  sink  space. 

FUTURE  NEEDS 

The  School  Board  is  a  bit  concerned  about  the  kind  of 
education  which  is  being  provided  for  children  at  the  seventh  and 
eighth  grade  levels  as  well  as  the  youngsters  at  the  other  levels. 
Because  of  this  feeling  there  have  been  some  discussions  with  other 
towns  in  this  area  that  have  similar  types  of  schools  and  similar 
types  of  problems  to  see  if  it  might  not  be  possible  to  mutually  solve 
the  problems  of  all  of  these  communities.  It  is  not  known  now 
whether  any  formal  type  of  mutual  assistance  program  will  be 
developed  but  it  seems  advisable  to  make  all  parents  aware  of  the 
limitations  of  the  Francestown  educational  program.  All  those 
interested  in  the  proper  education  of  children  should  look  forward 
to  the  day  when  children  of  Francestown  are  taught  in  single 
graded  classrooms  and  youngsters  in  grades  seven  and  eight  have 
the  opportunity  of  attending  a  departmentalized  junior  high 
school.  Only  then  will  one  honestly  be  able  to  say  that  the  best 
type  of  education  for  Francestown  children  is  being  provided. 

FINANCE 
There  are  really  only  two  areas  of  increase  in  the  budget  over 
that  which  was  presented  last  year.  The  first  increase  is  in  the 
area  of  Teachers'  Salaries  where  there  have  been  increases  in  the 
past  and  where  there  will  continue  to  be  increases  in  the  future. 
The  average  salary  of  teachers  in  the  Francestown  School  is  below 
that  of  the  elementary  average  in  New  Hampshire  and  even  further 
below  the  average  in  the  southern  part  of  New  Hampshire.  When 
this  fact  is  coupled  with  the  fact  that  local  teachers  are  working  in 
multiple  graded  rooms,  the  need  for  increased  salaries  to  continue 
to  attract  and  hold  the  staff  is  made  more  and  more  obvious. 
Salaries  are  not  the  only  factor  considered  by  a  teacher  in  deciding 
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to  stay  in  a  community  or  move  to  another  community,  but  it  is 
one  factor  that  is  certainly  well  weighed  by  teachers  in  reaching  a 
decision  as  to  their  future  in  teaching. 

In  the  area  of  Tuitions  there  is  an  increase  of  almost  $2,000. 
This  increase  is  brought  about  by  an  increase  in  the  costs  of 
secondary  school  education  from  S464  to  about  $482  per  pupil. 
Included  in  this  increase  is  the  increase  that  was  made  necessary 
when  it  was  decided  to  provide  tuition  money  to  support  the 
education  of  retarded  children. 

In  spite  of  the  increases  noted  above,  several  decreases  in 
the  budget  have  resulted  in  a  net  increase  of  approximately  $400. 
This  small  increase  is  not  the  general  pattern  of  budgets  in  this 
supervisory  union  or  in  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  in  general. 
When  one  carefully  considers  the  excellent  instructional  program 
that  was  offered  last  year  and  is  being  offered  during  this  present 
year,  it  seems  certainly  fair  to  say  that  the  money  has  been  well 
spent. 

SPECIAL  ARTICLES 
A  special  article  is  inserted  in  the  School  District  Warrant  to 
find  out  how  the  district  feels  about  providing  some  transportation 
assistance  for  youngsters  who  are  attending  a  high  school  other 
than  Peterborough.  It  will  be  recalled  that  last  year  a  sum  of 
of  money  was  raised  for  the  support  of  transportation  of  high  school 
children  to  Peterborough  with  the  understanding  that  any  money 
that  was  left  between  that  raised  and  that  actually  expended 
would  be  used  to  defray  transportation  costs  to  other  high  schools. 
In  the  present  budget,  transportation  costs  are  based  only  on 
presently  known  contracted  figures  so  there  is  no  amount  of  money 
available  for  assisting  parents  of  children  who  are  attending  other 
high  schools.  This  article  gives  the  district  the  opportunity  to 
decide  whether  funds  will  be  spent  for  these  youngsters  as  well 
as  those  attending  Peterborough. 

CONCLUSIOiN 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  at  the  present  time  the  Frances- 
town  School  is  enjoying  another  very  successful  academic  year. 
Through  the  leadership  and  efforts  of  the  new  principal,  Mr. 
Schimmel,  and  the  cooperation  and  hard  work  of  the  other 
teachers  of  the  staff,  namely  Mrs.  Abbott  and  Mrs.  Rainey,  it  is 
felt  that  an  exceptional  program  is  being  offered  and  one  which  we 
have  no  reason  to  be  ashamed  of.    All  of  these  teachers,  especially 
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Mr.  Schimmel,  are  all  very  appreciative  of  die  unusual  cooperation 
they  received  from  the  parents  and  citizens  of  the  community. 
The  understanding  of  teacher  problems  and  the  efEorts  of  parents 
to  assist  and  help  in  any  way  that  they  can  has  made  teaching  for 
all  of  the  stafE  very  enjoyable.  This  kind  of  cooperation  causes  the 
faculty  to  work  even  harder  to  provide  the  kind  of  education 
that  all  can  be  very  well  proud  of.
